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1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: As mentioned on 
pages 4 and 8, line 16 and line 4, "body B is not labeled. Page 5, line 23, "circuit 23" is not in 
fig. 3 as mentioned. Page 6, paragraph (0025) numeral 30 refers to both the applicator and the 
thermocouple. Page 8, line 5, numeral 40b" is not in Fig. 11. Page 8, line 14, "bock 40" should 
be block 40 -. As indicated on page 9, numeral "1 la", "lib" and "1 li" are not labeled in Fig. 
1 1 . Applicant is advised to thoroughly check for such errors prior to submitting the response. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. . 
Cir. 1993); In re LongU 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA

4. Claims 1-8 and 12-22 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-14 of copending 
Application No. 10/156,402. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct fi*om each other because providing a housing as claimed in the instant 
invention would be within the scope of a skilled individual since such a housing would protect 
the system from the environment. Thus providing the measuring system within a specific type of 
housing would have been an obvious modification. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented.
